Section 1. Section 33-8-12 NWVSA 1978 (being Laws 1981,
Chapter 127, Section 12, as anended) is anended to read:
"33-8-12. PRODUCTS- - SALE- - LABELI NG REQUI REMENT- -
PENALTY- - EXCEPTI ONS. - -
A.  No product or service manufactured or provided
in whole or in part by inmate | abor shall be sold or
furni shed except to a qualified purchaser; provided that such
products may be resold by the user for purposes of sal vage.
As used in this subsection, "qualified purchaser” neans:
(1) a state agency;
(2) local public bodies;
(3) the state agencies of other states and
their local public bodies;
(4) agencies of the federal government;
(5) tribal and puebl o governnents;
(6) nonprofit organizations properly
regi stered under state |law and supported wholly or in part by

funds derived from public taxation
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(7) persons, partnerships, corporations or
associ ations that provide public school transportation
services to a state agency or |ocal public body pursuant to
contract;

(8) any business engaged primarily in the
manuf acture or resale of the sanme type of product;

(9) a person, partnership, corporation or
associ ation that provides correctional services to the
corrections department pursuant to a contract; and

(10) a person, partnership, corporation or
associ ation that houses inmates on behalf of the corrections
depart nment .

B. Every product manufactured pursuant to the
provi sions of the Corrections Industries Act shall be
distinctively identified as i nmate-made by brand, |abel or
mark consistent with the type and character of the product.
Every product manufactured pursuant to the provisions of the
Corrections Industries Act may be certified pursuant to the
federal private sector prison industry enhancenent
certification program

C. Any person who viol ates the provisions of
Subsection A of this section is guilty of a m sdeneanor and
upon conviction shall be sentenced to inprisonnent in the
county jail for a definite termnot to exceed six nonths or

to the paynent of a fine of not nore than one thousand
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dol lars ($1,000) or to both inprisonnent and fine in the
di scretion of the judge.

D. The provisions of this section shall not apply
to products produced pursuant to Section 33-8-13 NVSA 1978.

E. Notw thstanding the provisions of Subsection A
of this section, to assure the npst effective use of state-
owned | and, produce from agricultural and ani mal husbandry
enterprises may be sold to comrercial sources upon review and
recommrendati on of the conm ssion and pursuant to procedures,

i ncluding audit, established by the secretary of finance and
adm ni stration.”
Section 2. EFFECTI VE DATE. --The effective date of the

provisions of this act is July 1, 1999.
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
